Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961,  drawn 
up  in  accordance  with  Circular  1 / 62  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  was  20,410.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  6,373  as  compared  with  4,448  in 
1946.  The  tables  extracted  from  the  Registrar  General’s  Census  1951 
showing  the  standard  of  household  amenities  etc.,  are  retained  and 
one  looks  forward  with  interest  to  the  publication  of  the  complete 
1961  Census. 

Births. 

There  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  birth  rate  during  the  year,  341 
infants  being  born  to  Penarth  mothers,  this  being  by  far  die  highest 
number  of  births  since  the  post  war  boom  year  of  1947.  It  is 
probably  explained  by  the  considerable  amount  of  private  building 
in  Penarth  and  the  intake  of  young  families  thereto.  There  appear 
to  be  seme  signs  that  there  is  a tendency  for  families  in  the  upper 
income  groups  to  have  more  children  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

Infant  Deaths. 

Seven  infants  died  under  twelve  months  of  age,  six  of  these 
ying  within  the  first  week  of  life,  the  cause  of  death  being  associated 
with  prematurity  or  severe  congenital  abnormalities. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  table  showing  the  incidence  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  is  shown  on  Page1  18. 

Tuberculosis. 

1 • Th.e  notified  figure  of  three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
in  tL  +an  n°  surffical  Tuberculosis  is  by  far  the  best  ever  recorded 
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I he  setting  up  of  a permanent  Mass  Chest  radiography  unit 
in  Castle  Street,  Cardiff,  which  is  open  each  morning  and  afternoon 
and  one  evening  a week,  has  proved  a boon,  and  as  far  as  Penarth 
is  concerned  is  very  convenient  for  the  referring  of  patients. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  mild  paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a school 
boy  who  fortunately  made  a full  recovery. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Six  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified,  these  occurred  in 
two  separate  households,  the  causative  organism  being  Salmonella 
typhi-murium  in  one  household  and  Salmonella  heidelburg  in  the 
other.  In  neither  incident  could  the  vehicle  of  infection  be 
determined. 

Dysentery. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified  during 
the  year.  These  occurred  in  six  households  all  of  them  being  school 
or  pre-school  children. 

I have  expressed  the  opinion  previously  that  numerous  cases 
of  Food  Poisoning  and  Sonne  Dysentery  go  either  undetected  or 
un-notified. 

Preventive  Immunisation. 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried 
out  in  the  main  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  and  to  a lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General  Medical 
Practitioners  is  shown  on  Page  17. 

Deaths  from  Accident. 

There  were  no  fatal  home  accidents  during  the  year.  It  is 
the  usual  pattern  in  Penarth  for  at  least  two  or  three  elderly  people 
to  die  each  year  from  complications  caused  by  an  accident  in  the 
home,  usually  a terminal  pneumonia  following  a fractured  leg 
caused  by  a simple  fall. 

We  have  now  reached  the  stage  in  this  country  where  the 
biggest  cause  of  death  in  young  men  is  from  road  accidents,  the 
maiority  caused  by  motor  cycles.  Since  a high  proportion  of  these 
deaths  are  from  head  injuries,  a strong  case  can  be  made  out  for 
making  the  wearing  of  protective  helmets  compulsory. 

Health  Services. 

I have  given  a list  of  hostels  and  other  institutions  situated  in 
Penarth  and  also  tabulated  the  Health  Services  administered  bv  the 
Divisional  Health  office  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  on 
Page  22. 
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Close  liason  exists  between  the  Children’s  Department  and 
the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  particularly  in  re- 
gard to  problem  families.  A Children’s  Co-ordination  Committee 
meets  regularly  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office  when  the  Children’s 
Officer,  Health  Visitors,  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspectors,  Probation  Officers 
and  other  workers  concerned  meet  to  discuss  certain  problem  families 
and  see  what  can  be  done  to  prevent  hardship  to  the  children  con- 
cerned and  decide  on  the  best  method  of  attempting  to  educate  and 
re-habilitate  these  problem  families. 

Chiropody. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a Circular  to  County  Councils 
and  County  Boroughs  in  1959  stating  that  they  were  prepared  to 
approve  proposals  by  these  authorities  if  they  wished  to  establish  a 
Chiropody  Service  as  part  of  their  arrangements  for  the  prevention 
of  illness  under  Section  28  (1)  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  appointed  a number  of 
Chiropodists  in  1960,  the  intention  being  that  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
Handicapped  persons  and  Expectant  Mothers  receive  treatment. 

The  Chiropodist  visits  Penarth  for  one  session  each  week  and 
during  the  year  134  people  were  seen  and  377  treatments  given. 

The  County  authority  made  no  charge,  nearly  all  those 
treated  being  Old  Age  Pensioners  who  have  shown  much  apprecia- 
tion of  this  service.  Arrangements  are  made  for  treatment  to  be 
given  in  the  home,  if  the  person  is  too  enfeebled  or  handicapped  to 
get  to  the  clinic. 

Swimming  Baths. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1960  I wrote  at  some  length  of  the 
need  for  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  swimming  baths  and  it 
is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Council  have  finally  agreed  to  an 
expenditure  of  aproximately  £10,000  on  improvements. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  only  industrial  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the 
town  is  the  emanation  of  cement  dust  and  sulphur  fumes  from  the 
stack  ol  the  cement  works  sited  just  outside  the  Southern  boundary 
of  the  district. 

We  have  continued  to  carry  out  a monthly  analysis  of  the 
amount  of  gaseous  pollution  of  the  atmosphere’  in  the  town  centre, 
the  results  being  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per 
100  sq.  cm.  of  surface  per  day.  The  apparatus  is  housed  on  the 
roof  of  the  Paget  Rooms. 


The  highest  hgure  found  during  the  year  was  1.22  milligrams 
and  the  lowest  0.12  with  a mean  of  0.37  milligrams. 

As  previously  stated  this  figure  of  gaseous  pollution  is  weU 
below  the  average  figure  quoted  for  cities  and  urban  districts,  which 
is  between  1.5  and  3 m.g.’s  and  well  below  the  figures  published  for 
highly  industrialised  areas  in  the  country. 

A record  kept  of  the  days  when  a sulphurous  smell  could  be 
detected  in  the  centre  of  the  town  showed  that  this  was  noticeable 
on  1 7 days  during  the  year. 

It  is  obvious  that  we  are  fortunate  in  that  the  cement  works 
are  sited  to  the  South  of  the  town  where  in  the  main  the  prevalent 
winds  from  the  West  and  South  West,  carry  both  dust,  deposit  and 
effluvia  out  over  the  Bristol  Channel. 

Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer. 

I will  refrain  from  writing  at  length  about  the  well-known 
and  scientifically  accepted  association  between  excessive  cigarette 
smoking  and  the  incidence  of  Lung  Cancer.  Further  research  work 
has  shown  that  there  is  also  a definite  link  between  this  habit  and 
the  incidence  of  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Chronic  Bronchitis,  the 
latter  being  the  cause  of  death  in  over  30,000  individuals  annually. 

The  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  published  their  report  dealing 
with  the  above  early  this  year  and  this  had  a wide  and  continued 
publicity  in  the  press,  radio  and  television  and  would  appear  to  have 
had  a marked  effect  at  least  for  a time  on  the  sale  of  cigarettes.  Ob- 
servation also  shows  that  the  more  intelligent  and  responsible  a 
citizen  the  more  likely  he  is  to  have  attempted  to  give  up  this  ad- 
diction and  sought  some  substitute,  but  unfortunately  a satisfactory 
one  has  yet  to  be  found. 

As  a long  term  policy  our  only  hope  is  to  dissuade  the  young 
starting  the  smoking  habit,  a mammoth  task  and  I regret  to  state 
that  I have  still  to  learn  of  a successful  method  although  intensive 
efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Health  and  Educational  staff  in 
Edinburgh  and  certain  other  health  authorities. 

Our  Senior  Citizens. 

A recent  publication  analysing  the  findings  of  a Survey  of 
the  economic  circumstances  of  old  people  makes  very  disquieting 
reading.  This  was  a very  carefully  controlled  investigation  of  a 
representative  number  of  the  elderly  population  in  this  country. 
The  greatest  hardship  was  found  amongst  widows  and  single  women 
half  of  whom  had  incomes  of  under  £3/10/0d.  a week.  Both 
men  and  women  over  70  were  worse  off  than  those  who  had  more 
recently  retired,  as  many  of  them  were  getting  past  the  age  when 
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their  incomes  could  be  supplemented  by  odd  jobs  and  they  had 
much  more  difficulty  in  replacing  clothing,  furniture,  etc.,  when 
wearing  out.  Only  a quarter  of  those1  in  the  sample  were  receiving 
National  Assistance  and  it  was  discovered  that  many  entitled  to 
National  Assistance  were  not  in  receipt  of  any  because  of  cither  ig- 
norance, a reluctance  to  apply  or  because  their  incomes  were  derived 
from  sources  which  the  Board  is  not  empowered  to  disregard,  such  as 
investment  income  or  from  keeping  lodgers. 

A commonly  quoted  cliche  today  is  that  we  are  living  in  an 
affluent  society  but  it  would  appear  that  the  greater  majority  of 
our  elderly  folk  are  excluded  from  this.  Surely  the  setting  this  to 
right  is  not  a matter  of  politics  but  a question  of  common  humanity. 
Public  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  is  still  somewhat  apath- 
etic, there  is  some  evidence  that  some  members  of  Parliament  and 
some  of  our  daily  newspapers  are  beginning  to  think  along  the  right 
lines. 


In  addition  to  the  financial  problem,  I should  like  to  see  much 
more  done  to  combat  loneliness  and  apathy  among  the  elderly 
who  fall  generally  speaking  into  two  groups  : — 

(a)  Those  who  are  still  active  physically  and  mentally. 

(b)  The  isolated  ones. 

The  first  group  is  catered  for  to  some  extent  in  Penarth  by 
regular  meetings  of  the  Old  Age  Pensioners  Associations  the  weekly 
meeting  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  no  doubt  by  Church  and 
Chapel  activities,  but  more  could  be  done  to  encourage  them  to 
remain  active  and  sociable,  for  instance  by  the  setting  up  of 
LUNCHEON  CLUBS  in  pleasant  surroundings  where  they  could 
meet  daily,  enjoy  a suitable  meal  within  their  means  together  with 
occasional  organised  activity  as  required.  A few  authorties  in  the 
country  have  been  able  to  set  up  WORKSHOPS  for  men  who  with 
idle  hands  find  the  day  so  long,  in  this  way  also  supplementing  their 
income  to  a small  extent. 

The  National  Assistance  Act  (Amendment)  1962  in  authoris- 
ing local^  authorities  to  give  more  grants  to  voluntary  bodies  to 
provide  meals  and  recreation”  is  a step  in  the  right  direction  but 
to  my  mind  it  does  not  go  nearly  far  enough,  there  is  so  much  more 
to  be  done.  I am  quite  certain  that  the  few  suggestions  which  I 
made  above  could  easily  be  financed  in  a town  like  Penarth  by  the 

PTmmg  °f  a fund  Possibly  called  THE  SENIOR  CITIZENS 
r UND.  There  are  numerous  bodies  and  societies  in  the  town  who 
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are  only  too  glad  to  hold  functions  for  worthy  causes,  ccasionally 
perhaps  without  too  much  thought  to  the  worthiness  of  the  cause. 
Surely  there  are  hundreds  of  people  in  Penarth  who  could  become 
guarantors  of  an  annual  sum  of  money  or  alternatively  all  employed 
single  people  could  easily  afford  sixpence  a week — or  dare  I men- 
tion a levy  on  Bingo? 

The  problem  of  the  second  category  i.e.,  those  citizens  who 
for  physical  and/or  mental  reasons  have  become  isolated  in  their 
own  homes  is  a much  more  difficult  one  and  experience  has  shown 
that  their  ascertainment  alone  is  a tremendous  problem.  This  task 
has  as  yet  hardly  been  touched  and  will  most  certainly  need  the 
closest  co-operation  of  local  authorities  and  voluntary  bodies.  I do 
not  believe  that  any  real  progress  will  be  made  until  a street  warden 
or  friendly  neighbour  scheme  is  set  up  as  I have  previously  said 
in  my  annual  reports. 

Sea  Pollution  from  Sewage  Outfalls. 

During  the  year  I was  requested  by  the  Council  to  submit 
sea  water  samples  to  the  laboratory  with  a view  to  determining  the 
degree  of  pollution  by  sewage. 

After  giving  this  problem  considerable  thought,  it  was  de- 
cided to  collect  samples  in  sterile  containers  from  three  points  in  the 
Channel  and  at  four  different  states  of  the  tide. 

The  interpretation  of  the  results  which  varied  greatly  was 
most  difficult  and  this  is  not  surprising  bearing  in  mind  the  multi- 
tudinous variety  of  conditions  of  tide,  wind,  volume  of  river  flow  and 
volume  of  sewage.  The  highest  degree  of  pollution  occurred  at  very 
low  water  and  near  the  Dock  Entrance  at  a time  when  the  flew  of 
the  Taff  and  Ely  rivers  and  the  sewage  carried  therein  was  for  a 
period  of  time  in  a state  of  stasis  as  the  incoming  tide  held  up  the 
flow  of  these  rivers,  in  fact,  the  sample  contained  only  22%  sea 
water. 

The  terrific  tide  experienced  in  Penarth  with  often  a rise 
and  fall  of  six  or  seven  feet  an  hour  produces  such  a degree  of  dilu- 
tion and  turbulence  that  crude  sewage  is  very  seldom  seen. 

The  results  also  appeared  to  bear  out  some  of  the  Public 
Health  Research  Committee’s  findings,  i.e.,  that  the  pattern  of  con- 
tamination appears  to  be  a constantly  changing  one. 

Some  wild  statements  have  appeared  in  the  press  in  recent 
years  regarding  the  danger  to  health  from  bathing  in  alleged  sewage 
polluted  sea  water  but  I quote  here  one  of  the  Research  Committee’s 
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final  statements  “bathing  in  sewage  polluted  sea  water  carries  only 
a negligible  risk  to  health,  even  on  beaches  which  are  aesthetically 
very  unsatisfactory." 

Those  who  advocate  the  setting  up  of  extremely  costly  sew- 
age plants  do  not  appear  to  be  aware  that  the  production  of  a clear 
effluent  does  not  eliminate  disease  producing  bacteria  and  that  such 
organisms  can  be  fairly  easily  isolated  for  such  effluent. 

Despite  the  presence  of  these  pathogenic  organisms  in  local 
rivers  and  in  the  sea  where  hundreds  if  not  thousands  bathe  each 
season,  there  is  no  evidence  available  that  any  bather  developed  any 
disease  as  a consequence  and  the  explanation  would  appear  to  be 
that  many  gallons  of  water  would  have  to  be  swallowed  to  cause 
disease.  (Copies  of  the  full  report  are  available  to  anyone  interested, 
on  request.) 

National  Assistance  Act. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assist- 
ance Act,  1948,  during  the  year  i.e.,  the  compulsory  removal  on  a 
Court  Order  of  persons  “who  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention.” 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  and 
in  particular  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-opera- 
tion throughout  the  year.

Water  Supply. 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface 
water  from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Breck- 
nock Beacons.  The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity,  there  being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except 
occasionally  a degree  of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the 
use  of  garden  hoses. 

In  addition  to  the  8 Bacteriological  and  2 Chemical  samples 
of  water  taken  from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectors, all  of  which  were  satisfactory,  copies  of  the  results  of  143 
Bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  local  service  reservoirs  and 
water  taps  submitted  by  the  Cardiff  Water  Engineer  were  also  re- 
ceived, all  of  them  being  satisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  Chlorine 
in  the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a 
Patterson  Chloroscope.

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  end  of  this  year,  738  interviews; 
had  been  given  in  connection  with  matters  under  the  Act  and  the 
Council  had  subsequently  dealt  with  144  applications  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair. 

Apart  from  the  repair  work  put  in  hand  as  the  result  of  these 
applications,  a considerable  amount  has  also  been  executed  by 
landlords  following  the  service  of  “ G ” forms  by  their  tenants  and 
without  the  Council  having  to  take  any  statutory  action.

Surface  Campaign. 


The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year  was  300  and  altogether  1.981  visits  of  inspection  were 
carried  out. 

The  methods  used  for  rat  destruction  by  the  department  were 
those  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  main  surface  infestations  were  found  in  premises  where  a 
food  supply  was  available  and  difficulties  were  often  encountered 
where  poultry  houses  were  improperly  constructed. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  business  premises,  farms  and  refuse  • 
tips  and  adequate  control  was  established,  there  being  no  major 
infestations  found. 

Sewer  Campaign. 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  i 
during  the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half  yearly  treatments  as  re-  • 
commended  by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure 
Warfarin  with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  Paranitrophenol.
